month. 
Meanwhile, the United States 
extended the moratorium on its 
air war against North Viet Nam 
for a fourth day, 
A broadcast of the Communist 
Liberation Front radio said the 
Viet Cong would “ stop attacking 
the puppet armed forces and 
government" from 12:01 a.m. 
Jan. 20 to midnight Jan. 23. The 
four-day festival, known as Tet, 
is celebrated as a national holi­ 
day in Viet Nam. 
TTie broadcast did not mention 
US. and other foreign forces 
fighting alongside 
the South 
Vietnamese. But conceivably it 
could apply to them since their 
miliary actions are coordinated 
with those of the Vietnamese 
troops even when they are not 
Joint operations. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
reaction 
from American or 
Vietnamese officials to the Viet 
Cong broadcast. 
There also was no indication 
how long the American air pause 
would last or whether the Viet 
Cong announcement signified a 
peace reaction to the Ameri­ 
can moratorium. 
The guer­ 
rillas have 
suspended 
hos­ 
tilities in the past during the 
Tet celebration. 
The Saigon government in the 
past has dism issed Communist 
offers of a truce for Tet as 
propaganda.

GOOD VISIBILITY IS KEY TO SAFE WINTER 
DRIVING 
The “bone-tired” motorist who fails to keep 
his windshield clear of road-muck, sleet and 
snow is headed for a bone-breaking winter 
weather crackup. 
This warning was sounded today by Professor 
A. E. Neyhart, Director Emeritus, Institute of 
Public Safety, The Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. 
Professor Neyhart, who is nationally recog­ 
nized as the “father of driver education,” 
told motorists they must be able to see and be 
seen if they are to survive during hazardous 
winter driving conditions. 
“Reduced visibility due to sleet, fog, rain 
and snow, plus longer hours of darkness, make 
winter driving far more dangerous,” Professor 
Neyhart said. “ Motorists must use extra care 
in driving and pay more attention to vehicle 
maintenance.” 
The safety specialist warned motorists to 
clean the entire windshield as well as the 
side and rear windows and not to try to get 
by with a small peephole in the windshield. 
“ You have to see all of the roadway and 
also both sides and the rear,” he warned. 
“ Before you start out on any kind of a trip, 
even if it is only a few blocks, be sure your 
safety equipment is working. Your windshield 
wipers should always be kept in perfect con­ 
dition. If the rubber is dead from months 
of exposure, your wipers 
will streak and 
sm ear,” he warned. “Dead blades should be 
replaced or refilled with live rubber that 
does a thorough job of cleaning.” 
He also urged motorists to have their wind­ 
shield wipers treated for adequate pressure, 
which should be at least one ounce for each 
inch of blade length to retard dangerous wind- 
lift. Most good service stations have an arm 
pressure scale that gives a quick reading. 
Special blades to minimize the effect of wind- 
lift at high speeds are standard equipment 
on several makes of cars, and they may be 
obtained at almost all service stations. 
“ A mistake some motorists make is putting 
tgo( 
, vfa£er% 
ppt enough anti-freeze 
in the windshield washer reservoir,” the pro­ 
fessor said. A mixture of half water and 
half top-grade windshield washer anti-freeze 
solution may be used safely down to about 20 
degrees below zero. Never test your wind­ 
shield washers while driving if there is a 
chance that the solution is not strong enough, for 
it may freeze instantly on striking the wind­ 
shield and blind you.” 
The professor urged motorists to check the car 
heater and defroster. This precaution is es­ 
sential to assure clear vision. 
“ Before starting out, wipe snow and road- 
muck off headlights, tail lights and directional 
signals,” the safety specialist said. “ It is a 
good rule to keep one window open just a little. 
If your car is tightly closed, this shuts out 
noises you should hear, such as horns of 
vehicles and whistles of trains, and also in­ 
creases the threat of carbon monoxide, which 
induces drowsiness and may even kill the car’s 
occupants. 
“When you get on the road,” Professor Neyharl 
concluded, 
“keep your distance from other 
cars. And remember, when visibility is poor 
the posted speed limit may be entirely too fast. 
Adjust your speed to match your visibility.”

Submitting 
to television cameras and giving the average 
frenchmen the opportunity he never had before 
to somewhat know the old man as a person 
rather than as a haughty, distant symbol.

ernor as to what the blunt 
truth Is. 
Some persons, Gov. Hearnes 
says, are trying to mislead the 
public on two points: that a 
vote against Amendment No. 3, 
to 
reapportion the Missouri 
House, will be a vote against 
reapportionment in general; and 
that the federal court will give 
the Legislature more time to 
reapportion if the voters reject 
Amendment No. 3. 


The Amendment would allow 
the Governor to choose a bi­ 
partisan apportionment com­ 
mission for the House, making 
his 
choices from a 
panel 
chosen by the Democratic and 
Republican committees in the 
congressional districts. It is an 
essentially fair and sound plan 
and voters should be under no 
misapprehension as to what its 
failure would mean. 
No doubt the idea that a vote 
against it is a vote agalns re ­ 
apportionment appeals to some 
rural and outstate Missourians, 
who stand to lose House seats 
and object to any reapportion­ 
ment. But there is absolutely 
no way for them to vote against 
reapportionment on Jan. 14 or 
any other time. The federal 
court in Kansas City ordered the 
new House apportionment on a 
population basis, and reappor­ 
tionment is inevitable whatever 
the voters do. 
If the voters reject Amend­ 
ment No. 3, we think, the fed­ 
eral court will itself apportion 
the House, or order an at-large 
election of House members un­ 
til reapportionment is effected. 
The court is unlikely to give 
the Legislature a third chance 
to devise an apportionment for­ 
mula, because the court has 
already given the Legislature 
two chances and more time 
than the judges originally in­ 
dicated they would allow. 
In view of this it Is difficult 
to see how the voters could 
reject Amendment No. 3--the 
more so because the amend­ 
ment 
means popular 
repre­ 
sentation in the House, and 
that should appeal to an over­ 
whelming number of voters.

WHITE HOUSE BUGGED? 
Insiders say the President 
fears his own office might be 
bugged.

federal agencies might

guided effort to keep tabs on 
him. 
A former arm y intelligence

LBJ*s SECRET MEMO 
President Johnson used blunt 
language 
in his 
confidential 
memo to agency heads. 
“ I am strongly opposed,” he 
wrote, ’’to the interception of 
telephone conversations as a 
general investigation technique. 
I recognize that mechanical and 
electronic devices may some­ 
tim es be 
essential in 
pro­ 
tecting our national security. 
“ Nevertheless, it is clear 
that indiscriminate use of these 
investigative devices to over­ 
hear telephone conversations 
without the knowledge of consent 
of any persons involved could 
result in serious abuses and 
invasions oi privacy. 
’’In my view, the invasion of 
privacy of communications is a 
highly offensive practice which 
should be engaged in only where 
the national security is at stake. 
To avoid any misunderstanding 
on this subject in the federal 
government, I am establishing 
the following basic guidelines to 
be followed by all government 
agencies: 
” 1. No federal personnel is 
to intercept telephone conversa­ 
tions within the United States 
by any mechanic^ or electronic 
devices without die consent of 
the parties involved (except in 
connection with investigations 
relating 
to the 
national se­ 
curity). 
’’2. No interceptions shall be 
undertaken or continued with­ 
out first obtaining the approval 
of the Attorney General. 
” 3. All federal agencies shall 
immediately 
confrom 
their 
practices and procedures to the 
provisions of this order. 


EAVESDROPPING PERMITS 
’’Utilization of mechanical or 
electronic devices to overhear 
non-telephone conversations is 
an even more difficult problem, 
which raises substantial and un­ 
resolved questions of constitu­ 
tional interpretation. 
’’I desire that each agency 
conducting such investigations 
consult the Attorney General to 
ascertain whether the agency’s 
practices are fully in accord 
with the law and with a decent 
regard for the rights of others. 
“ Every agency head 
shall 
submit to the Attorney General 
within 30 days a complete in­ 
ventory of all mechanical and 
electronic equipment and 
de­ 
vices used for or capable of in­ 
tercepting telephone conversa­ 
tions. 
“ In addition, 
such reports 
shall contain a list of any inter­ 
ceptions currently authorized 
and the reasons for them.” 
The next problem will be to get 
the private tappers off the tele­ 
phone lines. 
Note: Not even the telephone 
company 
trusts 
its phones. 
Senate wiretap investigators re­ 
cently noticed a poster on the 
wall of a telephone company, 
warning: “ Remember, . . no 
classified conversations!” The 
poster was signed by the “ Gen­ 
eral Security Department of the 
Bell Telephone 
Laboratory, 
Inc.”

NEW YORK (AP) — There 
isn’t much trouble in picking 
America’s “ Man of the Year” 
for 1965. 
He is our Man In Viet Nam, 
the nation’s No. I pinup lad. 
Actually, he isn’t just one 
man. He is a plural figure. He is 
all of the 175,000 or so UJS, men 
fighting for political freedom in 
a land some of them had hardly 
leard of before they were sent 
there. 
At the start of 1965 our Man in 
Viet Nam was a rather forlorn 
figure. He was a far away pi­ 
oneer in a war which puzzled 
most of his countrymen and one 
in which, it is true to say, most 
took only a casual interest. 
They felt it didn’t involve 
them much personally. 
That is all changed while 
some puzzlement as to the na­ 
ture of the war still exists, few 
now fail to realize that the con­ 
flict is affecting their lives 
more and more deeply. 
Neither they nor any member 
of their family may be of draft 
age. But they do hold jobs and 
pay taxes — and the war has 
grown to be a major economic 
as well as military and political 
factor. 
To be named “ Man of the 
Y ear,” a fellow should show 
some growth during the twelve­ 
month, growth in purpose and 
influence. 
Our Man in Viet Nam certain­ 
ly has done that. 
It would have been easy for 
him to succumb to the indul­ 
gence of self-pity, to feel that he 
was a forgotten man while other 


fellows his age were living the 
life of Riley back home or light­ 
ing their cigarettes with their 
draft cards. 
It would have been easy for 
him to hate the land he was sent 
to fight in and the people — so 
different from his own in some 
ways — he was sent to protect. 
But that hasn’t happened. 
Our Man in Vet Nam is truly 
a man, and he has conducted 
him self like a man. He has 
learned to adapt himself to a 
climate and a landscape and a 
way of fighting that test him to 
the utmost. 
At first he fainted on the tor­ 
rid 
humid hills and in the 
steaming jungles. Now he is 
hardened to heat and torrential 
rains. 
Like his ancestors who fought 
Indians in the wilderness, he 
has learned to fight jungle am­ 
bushes — and to reply with am­ 
bushes of his own. He has devel­ 
oped skill in old and new arts of 
w arfare. He can fight with a 
rifle or a helicopter, a bayonet 
or a 750-pound bomb. 
At the start of the year he 
thought the battle would be 
easier than it has turned out to 
be. Now he has more respect — 
and more hate — for his enemy. 
No matter what the war re­ 
quires of him he is determined 
to come home a winner. 
Our Man in Viet Nam, by and 
large, is convinced he is doing a 
worthwhile 
job 
there, even 
though a small minority protest 
both his presence and purpose 
in Southeast Asia. His morale is 
high.

but th ere are still a few whose 
action is not of the pro p er na­ 
tu re . Unfortunately, 
we still 
have som e basketball coaches 
who walk up and down in front 
of the p la y e rs’ benches “ moan­ 
ing” 
and ‘••groaning” casting 
th e ir eyes and hands upward, 
crushing th eir hats, grim acing, 
and showing th eir general dis­ 
gust at the officials* decisions. 
T h is type of behavior is not 
com plim entary to thtdr profes­ 
sion nor the game which sup­ 
p lies them their livelihood. 
Light F ire 
Em otions a re easily aroused 
in 
a gymnasium w here fans, 
coaches, players, and officials 
a re so close to each other. Each 
individual movement o r sugges­ 
tive action is clearly visible to 
a ll. The attitude of the coach 
is im m ediately telegraphed to 
p lay ers and fans. 
Pro[>er conduct by the coach 
usually soothes both players and 
fans; im proper conduct by the 
coach usually creates dissen­ 
sion in both fans and p lay ers. 
P ractically all riots and m is­ 
conduct of fans are traceab le, 
d irectly o r indirectly, to the 
type of leadership by the coach. 
Mutual Consent 
The coach who constantly asks 
p erm issio n to go on the court 
and question decisions is plac­ 
ing doubt in the minds of fans 
a s to the officials’ ability, and 
oftentim es stirrin g up 
th eir 
em otions. 
Some coaches try to justify 
• such conduct by claim ing to pro­ 
tect the interests of th eir play­ 
e rs , but in all cases they are 
harm ing, 
not helping, 
th eir 
p la y e rs’ situation. The tim e to 
p ro tect the interests of your 
p lay ers 
is 
before the game 
when vou .'re selecting 
game 
officials. Once a game is begun 
they are your officials, and you 
owe them the courtesy of acting 
like a gentlem an and treating 
them ' as if they w ere guests 
in your home. If \ou don*:: like 
th e ir interpretations and deci­ 
sio n s, never use the officials 
again, but for that one game 
they a re your guests. 
Tough Job 
It is getting m ore and m ore 
difficult to get competent peo­ 
ple to work basketball gam es. 
S ev eral gam es had to be for­ 
feited last year because coach­ 
e s could not secure officials. 
Many e .cellent basketball of- 
tic ials have quit the game be­ 
cause, 
1. Tlie fans are so close to 
them that many words (som e­ 
tim e s curse words) are heard by 
them , 
2. The game itself req u ires 
m o re personal judgm ents than 


probably any other sp o rt, and, 
3. Im proper conduct of som e 
basketball coaches. 
It takes a tough skin to take 
all of the verbal abuses given 
by fans and coaches, and e s­ 
pecially 
when 
nearly every 
w ord can be heard. The basket­ 
ball official has the m ost diffi­ 
cult duties of any m ajor sport 
official. 
We claim that learning “ self 
control** is an attribute of com­ 
petitive sp o rts, yet som e coach­ 
e s, who should set the exam ple, 
do not do so. We claim that com­ 
petitive sp o rts train in citizen­ 
ship, sportsm anship, and coop­ 
eration, yet som e coaches ex­ 
em plify by their actions 
that 
they do not really believe this 
to be so. In practically all p ro ­ 
te s ts, the original 
decision of 
the official stands, and all the 
protesting coach has done is to 
aro u se the fans and p lay ers and 
to try to secure public approval 
that he is being “ robbed.** 
U nless the attitudes of som e 
fans and coaches change, we arc 
going to have m ore and m ore 
difficulty g e t t i n g com petent 
basketball officials. U nless the 
attitude 
of 
a few c o a c h e s 
changes we are going to have 
m ore and m ore difficulty 
in 
convincing citizens that we are 
training youth in self-co n tro l, 
citizenship, and sportsm anship. 
This column sincerely hopes 
that the m ajority of coaches 
who act properly at all tim es 
will assist 
in educating and 
keeping in line the m inority who 
do not. It is a hard task but the 
end resu lt would be well worth 
the effort. — Texas Leaguer

If Christ returned today, he 
would get aid as a displaced 
person—provided he was white; 
American youths would under­ 
stand his rebellion against au­ 
thority; on the whole, he might 
find we were following, falter­ 
ing, his way. 
Driving back from Bethlehem 
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where Christ was born to Jeru­ 
salem where he rose from the 
dead, I speculated as to how we 
would treat Joseph, Mary and 
their child if his birth had hap­ 
pened today. Mary and joseph, 
of course, were displaced per­ 
sons and on the whole we have 
done pretty well by displaced 
persons in the United States. 
Thousands have come to Amer­ 
ica during and since the war. 
A new immigration law has been 
passed making it easier for 
others to come and, right now, 
we are conducting the biggest 
refugee air lift in history for 
Cubans—all at our expense. 
So Joseph, Mary and the new­ 
born child would have fared 
pretty well—provided they were 
not black. If they had been Ne­ 
gro displaced persons and had 
gone to Harlem or Chicago look­ 
ing for work, they would have 
been unnoticed and unwanted 
flotsam ending nowhere. 
And one of the wise men might 
have run into trouble because 
he was a Negro. Again, if Christ 
today began challenging adult 
thinking and established reli­ 
gion at the age of 12 as he did 
in Nazareth, he probably would 
have run into trouble though 
not as much as a few years ago. 
People still don’t welcome ad­ 
vice from the young, but in the 
universities today 
youngsters 
have been challenging their eld­ 
ers all the way from college 
presidents to 
Lyndon Johnson 
and getting away with it. Fur­ 
thermore they have made an 
impact on the nation. Even the 
younger priests of the Catholic 
church have dared to challenge 
the most omnipotent and Iron- 
handed of the clerics, Cardinal 
Spellman. 
AMA WOULDN’T 
LIKE Ir ’ 
Probably Christ would hav 
had the American Medical As­ 
sociation on his neck when h 
gave advice on health, or tole 
people to pick up their beds 
dnd walk. Feelings would be 
mixed if he tried to scourge 


the modern money changers 
from the temple. William Mc- 
Chesney Martin, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
would be down on him, but he 
would evoke loud 
hosannas 
from Congressman Wright Pat- 
man of Texarkana, Texas. 
The most controversial part 
of Christ’s teaching if he came 
back today, however, 
would 
probably be, “ Take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor vet 
for your body, what he shall put 
on. Is not the life more than 
meat, and the body more than 
raiment?’* A lot of people would 
jeer and revile Christ again if 
he came back to preach that 
revolutionary 
creed. On the 
other hand this is exactly what 
young American students have 
done when they gave up their 


families and their studies to go 
to Mississippi and Alabama to 
work for civil rights. 
They were ostracized, reviled, 
jeered, beaten up, arrested and 
three were killed in Philadel­ 
phia, 
Miss. 
Unquestionably, 
however, their sacrifice pushed 
racial progress ahead in 
the 
deep South faster than any other 
human 
development since the 
Supreme Court school integra­ 
tion decision. 
Again this Christmas students 
from various colleges are giv­ 
ing up their vacations to go 
South without remuneration, in 
many cases paying their own 
expenses, and putting up their 
own advance bond In case of ar­ 
rest. The Christian Association 
of the University of Pennsylvan­ 
ia, for instance, has been trying 
to raise $10,000 to buildacom - 
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munity 
c e n t e r in Tribbett, 
Miss., during the holidays. 
They’ve had a hard time rais­ 
ing the money by selling but­ 
tons, selling blood, speaking in 
churches and passing the hat 
among 
students and faculty. 
They managed to collect $7,000 
shortly before Christm as. The 
money is to pay for building 
m aterials. Students, giving “ No 
thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor for your body,” are 
donating their time and labor 
during Christmas vacation. 
, Christ, if he came back today, 
would be pleased at this but he 
would be aghast at the com­ 


mercialization of his birthday 
and at the pomp and ceremony 
of the midnight m asses held in 
his honor, for he was a very 
simple, unpretentious person. 
He 
was also 
a challenging, 
sometimes very disagreeable, 
person. 
. But if he did come back I think 
he would be pleased on the whole 
at the ferment of great segments 
of the population and of the 
challenging activity of many 
students. 
His chief problem 
would not be the danger of an­ 
other crucifixion but that too 
many people would turn their 
TV 
dials to the late night 
movie.

NEW FORMS TO RECORD 
COUNTY OFFICIALS* INCOME 
Secretary of State Jam es Kirk­ 
patrick’s office is preparing a 
number of standardized forms 
for county officials which re ­ 
quires them to record how much 
money they’re making with the 
county clerk. 
House Bill 679, as amended 
and strengthened, was enacted 
Oct. 13, and requires elected 
county officials to make an 
annual report of their Income 
from all county sources --fees 
and salaries, etc. -- beginning 
Jan. 15, 1966. 
Such reports are designed to 
give the legislature a better 
Idea of how much some officials 
are 
really making. 
Certain 
elected officials get Income In 
addition to regular salaries for 
special or extra services which 
they perform 
The BUI requires these elected 
officials to fUe a sworn report 
of the previous calendar year’s 
Income with the county clerk by 
Feb. 15. Each clerk wUl then 
sum m arize these figures on 
another set of forms sent by 
the Secretary and return these 
forms to Kirkpatrick’s office 
by March I. 
The “ kicker” of the BUI Is 
this: “ the county court shaU 
not order and the county clerk 
. shall not Issue a warrant for 
disbursem ent of any money to 
any elected county official who 
has not fUed his report. . .”

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) 
— New England had Its power 
failure, Florida and Louisiana 
have hurricanes, and california 
has forest fires and mudslides. 
But West Virginia has the most 
gob piles. 
In feet, what well may be the 
world’s largest gob pile is locat­ 
ed at Quinwood, In the south­ 
eastern section of the state near 
the Virginia border. It Is two 
miles long, tall as a flve-story 
building, IOO feet wide—and has 
been burning for half a century. 
What are gob piles? Accord­ 
ing to Gov. Hulett C. Smith, 
they are “ m iserable mounds of 
smoldering fumes that smell 
like Hades.” 
Gob piles are coal mine refuse 
banks and West Virginia has 
more than 500 within Its bor­ 
ders. About half are burning. 
The others could ignite at any 
time. 
This situation is a source of 
irritation to the state officials 
whose Job it is to keep the piles 
in check. The coal refuse banks, 


many of which have t>een burn­ 
ing for 50 years, contribute to 
West Virginia’s air pollution 
problems, mar the scenery and 
kill nearby vegetation. 
“ And there have been cases,” 
says 
West 
Virginia 
Health 
Director N. H. Dyer, “ where 
children playing on the cruets of 
the burning gobs have fallen 
through into the fiery interior 
and were incinerated.” 
“ From 
a 
pollution stand­ 
point,” he sa id , “ gob piles don’t 
constitute a major health haz­ 
ards unless they’re located near 
a community. But they’re much 
more than Just a nuisance.” 
One aspect of the tattle is 
that they’re nearly indestructa- 
ble. These unwanted byproducts 
of the coal Industry have in­ 
creased in number and size dur­ 
ing the years. The need for 
higher quality coal will mean 
new and larger gob piles. 
“ Gob piles usually are mix­ 
tures of many materials and 
elements,” said Carl Beardn, 
chairman of the West Virginia 


Air Pollution Control Commis­ 
sion. “ An average coal refuse 
bank is composed of broken 
timbers, rock, discarded ma­ 
chine 
parts, slag, 
grease- 
soaked rags and decaying mat­ 
ter.” 
Beard says a mature gob pile 
produces sulphur dioxide, which 
kills vegetation; hydrogen sul­ 
phide, and carbon monoxide 
which occasionally kinspeople. - 
' He cites instances during recent ' 
winters where persons .seeking 
the warmth of the gob pile have 
been asphyxiated. 
The state requires all coal 
companies to post “ no trespass- 
ing” signs around their gob 
piles. The companies also must 
register all tanks on their prop- 
perty. 
“ Keeping people away from 
gob piles is one of our biggest 
problems,” Beard said. “ Most 
piles are accidentally ignited by 
persons living in Hie area, al­ 
though a few companies occa­ 
sionally will ignite the banks 
deliberately in order to obtain 
‘red dog slag,’ a residue which 
makes an excellent road lase 
m aterial.” 
While several companies have 
temporarily extinguished their 
banks by tightly compressing 
the waste m aterial, there is no 
permanent method within the 
state's economic means.

NEW YORK (AP) — Home 
builders are hoping that 1906 
will see an end to the industry's 
private recession. A m arked 
pickup is reported in contracts 
let in November for future con­ 
struction of residential units. 
And lenders say that demand 
fo r mortgages is picking up. 
The government chim es in 
with reports that housing sta rts 
nave increased in the closing 
w eeks of the year. And the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce adds the 
prediction 
that 
construction 
spending of all types, including 
hom es, will hit a record ju re of 
$72.7 billion in 1966, com pared 
with $68.5 billion in 1965. 
Despite all these hopeful tid­ 
ings, the home building industry 
is closing out a year which in 
many sections of the country 
trailed 1964 activity in alm ost 
every month«to-month com pari­ 
son. 
Total starts in 1965 will be 
around 
1,490,000 residential 
units, 
against 1,557,000 
last 
y ear. And the pace at yearend, 
though picking up, is well below 
the high point reached in the 
opening weeks of 1964. 
The story on a money basis is 
better than on a tally by units. 
The industry says this is be­ 
cause new owners were buying 
m ore expensive homes this year 
than last. 
Contracts let for residential 


building in the first ll months of 
1965 were 3 per cent higher than 
in the like period of 1964, F.W . 
Dodge Co. reports today. The 
construction industry inform a­ 
tion specialists put the 1965 
:gure at $19,866,649,000, up 
irom $19,287,763,000 in 
the 
first l l months of 1964. 
Builders note happily that a 
flashy 14 per cent im provement 
was re{)orted in November. Res­ 
idential building contracts rose 
to $1.7 billion in this latest re­ 
port, from $1.5 billion in No- 
vem tor 1964. 
The lending fraternity also 
has cheerful news this week. 
Although fretting over the gen­ 
eral rise in interest rates trig ­ 
gered 
by 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board action, savings and loan 
associations report m ortgage 
lending at the yearend was on 
the upturn. And so was the sav­ 
ings inflow into these institu­ 
tions after a period of sluggish­ 
n ess. 
Tile United States Savings & 
Loan League reports that mem­ 
b er associations closed $1.9 bil­ 
lion in mortgage loans this No­ 
vem ber, up 4 per cent from last 
y ear. But for the first l l months 
of 1965 the total of $21.9billion 
trailed 1964 by $600 m illion. 
Savers added $2.5 billion to 
th eir accounts last month and 
withdrew 
$1.7 
billion. Both 
figures topped November 1964 
when the inflow was $2.4billion 
and withdrawals $1.5 billion.

chance to study the check-out 
as a humanitarian institution. 
Indeed, I gave up a quiet eve­ 
ning at home recently to attend

competition to find 
Miss Check-Out of 1965.

arena 
was well attended by 
prosperous looking dignitaries 
of the wholesale grocery busi­ 
ness, three regional champions 
striving for the title, a 
new 
automobile and mink coat, and 
salesm en 
tor autom atic cash 
register equipment. 
They also had a bag boy, and 
he was In charge of three wire 
carts 
loaded 
with assorted 
goodies from cat food to caviar, 
and he kept arranging this col­ 
lection 
so each young lady 
checked everything out three 
times in random o rd er.

judges, holding stop watches,

looking for efficiency,

Whether children turn to re -- 
sponsible adults tor informa­ 
tion and guidance on sexual mat­ 
te rs depends In large measure 
on whether the parents were re­ 
sistant 
or 
receptive to such 
questions when their children 
were toddlers. This observation 
was made by Dr. Milton Levine 
of the New York Hospital .Corn­ 
ell Medical Center at a recent 
symposium on sex education 
held here and sponsored by the 
Academy of Medicine of New 
Jersey . 
The pediatrician noted 
that 
while "everyone seem s to agree 
on the need for sex education 
in the home during childhood, 
the truth is that most parents 
can't talk freely about sex with 
their children." Among 
the 
reasons, says the physician, is 
that most adults generally lack 
the necessary basic informa­ 
tion and vocabulary to make 
such discussions accurate and 
meaningful and a re uncertain 
about th eir own attitudes and 
feelings. 
In the course of 30 years of 
"experience teaching sex edu-' 
-catio n in schools in New York 
City, D r. Levine found 
that 
young children a re generally 
unem barrassed 
about asking 
questions concerning their own 
physical development and that of 
the opposite sex.

A broadcast of the Communist 
Liberation Front radio said the 
Viet Cong would “ stop attacking 
the puppet armed forces and 
government" from 12:01 a.m. 
Jan. 20 to midnight Jan. 23. The 
four-day festival, known as Tet, 
is celebrated as a national holi­ 
day in Viet Nam. 
TT»e broadcast did not mention 
US. and other foreign force# 
fighting alongside 
the South 
Vietnamese. But conceivably it 
could apply to them since their 
miliary actions are coordinated 
with those of the Vietnamese 
troops even when they are not 
joint operations. 
There 
was 
no immediate 
reaction 
from American or 
Vietnamese officials to the Viet 
Cong broadcast. 
There also was no indication 
how long the American air pause 
would last or whether the Viet 
Cong announcement signified a 
peace reaction to the Ameri­ 
can moratorium. 
The guer­ 
rillas have suspended 
hos­ 
tilities in the past during the 
Tet celebration. 
The Saigon government in the 
past has dismissed Communist 
offers of a truce for Tet as 
propaganda. 
Nevertheless, a 
lull has usually developed on 
both sides during the holiday. 
The Viet Cong broadcast said 
the offer would allow

GOOD VISIBILITY IS KEY TO SAFE WINTER 
DRIVING 
The 4 ‘bone-tired** motorist who fails to keep 
his windshield clear of road-muck, sleet and 
snow is headed for a bone-breaking winter 
weather crackup. 
This warning was sounded today by Professor 
A. E. Neyhart, Director Emeritus, Institute of 
Public Safety, The Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. 
Professor Neyhart, who is nationally recog­ 
nized as the “father of driver education,” 
told motorists they must be able to see and be 
seen if they are to survive during hazardous 
winter driving conditions. 
“Reduced visibility due to sleet, fog, rain 
and snow, plus longer hours of darkness, make 
winter driving far more dangerous,” Professor 
Neyhart said. “Motorists must use extra care 
in driving and pay more attention to vehicle 
maintenance.” 
The safety specialist warned motorists to 
clean the entire windshield as well as the 
side and rear windows and not to try to get 
by with a small peephole in the windshield. 
“You have to see all of the roadway and 
also both sides and the rear,” he warned. 
“ Before you start out on any kind of a trip, 
even if it is only a few blocks, be sure your 
safety equipment is working. Your windshield 
wipers should always be kept in perfect con­ 
dition. If the rubber is dead from months 
of exposure, your wipers 
will streak and 
smear,” he warned. “Dead blades should be 
replaced or refilled with live rubber that 
does a thorough job of cleaning.” 
He also urged motorists to have their wind­ 
shield wipers treated for adequate pressure, 
which should be at least one ounce for each 
inch of blade length to retard dangerous wind- 
lift. Most good service stations have an arm 
pressure scale that gives a quick reading. 
Special blades to minimize the effect of wind- 
lift at high speeds are standard equipment 
on several makes of cars, and they may be 
obtained at almost all service stations. 
“A mistake some motorists make is putting 
t<jo, 
jV ^ery 
enough anti-freeze 
in the windshield washer reservoir,” the pro­ 
fessor said. A mixture of half water and 
half top-grade windshield washer anti-freeze 
solution may be used safely down to about 20 
degrees below zero. Never test your wind­ 
shield washers while driving if there is a 
chance that the solution is not strong enough, for 
it may freeze instantly on striking the wind­ 
shield and blind you.” 
The professor urged motorists to check the car 
heater and defroster. This precaution is es­ 
sential to assure clear vision. 
“Before starting out, wipe snow and road- 
muck off headlights, tail lights and directional 
signals,” the safety specialist said. “ It is a 
good rule to keep one window open just a little. 
If your car is tightly closed, this shuts out 
noises you should hear, such as horns of 
vehicles and whistles of trains, and also in­ 
creases the threat of carbon monoxide, which 
induces drowsiness and may even kill the car’s 
occupants. 
“When you get on the road,” Professor Neyharl 
concluded, “keep your distance from other 
car s. And remember, when visibility is poor 
the posted speed limit may be entirely too fast. 
Adjust your speed to match your visibility.”

The mere fact that he was willing to enter 
the second election was a giant step straight 
down for the aging general, who if he lived 
long enough and ran often enough, like any 
American politician, would certainly be de­ 
feated. 
It was widely predicted that De Gaulle, failing 
to win a majority in the first election, would 
retire from public life. 
He took his lumps instead. 
He was somewhat graceful about it. Submitting 
to television cameras and giving the average 
Frenchmen the opportunity he never had before 
to somewhat know the old man as a person 
rather than as a haughty, distant symbol. 
Gaulle got off his throne and his high 


horse to campaign just like any other vote 
seeker. 
De Gaulle’s present plight is very familiar 
to American citizens, who never elevate a 
politician so high that they can’t boot him 
downstairs any time they get an itchy foot. 
Fickleness is not unknown in Great Britain 
either. 
The British turned their backs on Winston 
Churchill, their war time prime minister and 
British man of this century, in 1945. 
De Gaulle crawled under the tent Sunday but 
he wasn’t the winner in the sense that he wished 
himself to be and his arrogance will have 
a hollow rather than an authentic quality.

It is obviously too much to hope for that the 
government of the United States—regardless of 
who is in the position of power—will learn the 
historical lesson: “Truth will out.”

Since the U-2 incident of Eisenhower’s ad­ 
ministration, to the peace talk offer from Hanoi 
of the Johnson administration, there have been 
several instances where a U.S. goveriiment has 
been caught in a lie either through denial or 
suppression of the facts which it later had to 
confess. 
The American people can understand almost 
anything when they are given sufficient informa­ 
tion to do so. They even have a tendency to 
forgive and forget when they are dealt with 
honestly. But one thing they cannot understand 
or tolerate is the error in judgment which is 
compounded by a denial and then later con­ 
firmed by an admission. 
The American people are a combination of a 
lot of things, but they are not stupid. It is time 
people in Washington began to realize it. 
If there is a lesson in all this for the Ameri­ 
can press it is that the need of the hour is 
for better reporting in depth. It cannot be as­ 
sumed that a handout represents either the 
whole story or the whole truth. It must be re­ 
membered that the natural inclination of gov­ 
ernment officials to follow a policy of “best 
foot forward” is not always in the best inter­ 
est of the public.

APPORTIONMENT 
Gov. Hearnes has sent a letter 
to Missouri newspapers urging 
them to tell voters the “blunt 
truth** about the issue in the 
Jan. 
14 
referendum. 
We 
thoroughly agree with the Gov­ 
ernor as to what the blunt 
truth is. 
Some persons, Gov. Hearnes 
says, are trying to mislead the 
public on two points: that a 
vote against Amendment No. 3, 
to 
reapportion the Missouri 
House, will be a vote against 
reapportionment in general; and 
that the federal court will give 
the Legislature more time to 
reapportion if the voters reject 
Amendment No. 3. 


The Amendment would allow 
the Governor to choose a b i-- 
partisan apportionment com­ 
mission for the House, making 
his 
choices from a 
panel 
chosen by the Democratic and 
Republican committees in the 
congressional districts. It is an 
essentially fair and sound plan 
and voters should be under no 
misapprehension as to what its 
failure would mean. 
No doubt the idea that a vote 
against it is a vote agains re- 
apportlonment appeals to some 
rural and outstate Missourians, 
who stand to lose House seats 
and object to any reapportion­ 
ment. But there is absolutely 
no way for them to vote against 
reapportionment on Jan. 14 or 
any other time. The federal 
court in Kansas City ordered the 
new House apportionment on a 
population basis, and reappor­ 
tionment is inevitable whatever 
the voters do. 
If the voters reject Amend­ 
ment No. 3, we think, the fed­ 
eral court will itself apportion 
the House, or order an at-large 
election of House members un­ 
til reapportionment is effected. 
The court Is unlikely to give 
the Legislature a third chance 
to devise an apportionment for­ 
mula, because the court has 
already given the Legislature 
two chances and more time 
than the judges originally in­ 
dicated they would allow. 
In view of this it is difficult 
to see how the voters could 
reject Amendment No. 3—the 
more so because the amend­ 
ment 
means popular repre­ 
sentation in the House, and 
that should appeal to an over­ 
whelming number of voters.

Government is evil because 
force is evil The only justifi­ 
cation for government is that it 
is necessary to prevent 
a 
greater evil. Government is a 
means, and as far as we can 
tell the only effective means, 
of mobilizing the resources of 
a civilized community to pro­ 
tect its citizens against crime 
and foreign invasion, and to re ­ 
quire that freely signed con­ 
tracts be honored. 
In 
this way, 
government's 
function is very similar to that 
of a good man defending him­ 
self against physical assault. 
A good man wishes to Injure no 
other person. If he must in­ 
jure another who attacks him, 
in order to protect himself 
and his family, he will do so. 
But, as a good man, he will not 
enjoy it. He will recognize his 
use of force, even in self- 
defense, as a necessary evil. 
That is the only way good men 
can rightly regard government. 
Those who see government as 
a “ positive good** are saying 
that the use of force against 
their fellow-men is positively 
good. You can draw your own 
conclusions about their ethics.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

NEW YORK (AP) — There 
isn't much trouble in picking 
America's "Man of the Year” 
for 1965. 
He is our Man in Viet Nam, 
the nation’s No. 1 pinup lad. 
Actually, he isn’t Just one 
man. He is a plural figure. He is 
all of the 17 5,000 or so UJS. men 
fighting for political freedom in 
a land some of them had hardly 
leard of before they were sent 
there. 
At the start of 1965 our Man in 
Viet Nam was a rather forlorn 
figure. He was a far away pi­ 
oneer in a war which puzzled 
most of his countrymen and one 
in which, it is true to say, most 
took only a casual interest. 
They felt it didn’t involve 
them much personally. 
That is all changed while 
some puzzlement as to the na­ 
ture of the war still exists, few 
now fell to realize that the con­ 
flict is affecting their lives 
more an more deeply. 
Neither they nor any member 
of their family may be of draft 
age. But they do hold jobs and 
pay taxes — and the war has 
grown to be a major economic 
as well as military and political 
factor. 
To be named "Man of the 
Year,” a fellow should show 
some growth during the twelve­ 
month, growth in purpose and 
influence. 
Our Man in Viet Nam certain­ 
ly has done that. 
It would have been easy for 
him to succumb to the indul­ 
gence of self-pity, to feel that he 
was a forgotten man while other 


fellows his age were living the 
life of Riley back home or light­ 
ing their cigarettes with their 
draft cards. 
It would have been easy for 
him to hate the land he was sent 
to fight in and the people — so 
different from his own in some 
ways — he was sent to protect. 
But that hasn't happened. 
Our Man in Vet Nam is truly 
a man, and he has conducted 
himself like a man. He has 
learned to adapt himself to a 
climate and a landscape and a 
way of fighting that test him to 
the utmost. 
At first he feinted on the tor­ 
rid humid hills and in the 
steaming jungles. Now he is 
hardened to heat and torrential 
rains. 
Like his ancestors who fought 
Indians in the wilderness, he 
has learned to fight jungle am­ 
bushes — and to reply with am­ 
bushes of his own. He has devel­ 
oped skill in old and new arts of 
warfare. He can fight with a 
rifle or a helicopter, a bayonet 
or a 750-pound bomb. 
At the start of the year he 
thought the battle would be 
easier than it has turned out to 
be. Now he has more respect — 
and more hate —for his enemy. 
No matter what the war re­ 
quires of him he is determined 
to come home a winner. 
Our Man in Viet Nam, by and 
large, is convinced he is doing a 
worthwhile 
job 
there, even 
though a small minority protest 
both his presence and purpose 
in Southeast Asia. His morale is 
high. 


WASHINGTON - 
President 
Jolinson doesn't want govern­ 
ment wiretappers to know it 
came from him, but he has 
ordered a halt to their habit 
of listening in on private con­ 
versations, Only exception: The - 
Attorney General may sanction 
wiretaps in national security 
cases. 
The President has also de­ 
manded a complete inventory 
of 
all government 
eaves­ 
dropping equipment. 
His written instrictions. con­ 
tained in a confidential "memo 
for heads of executive depart­ 
ments and agencies,” 
were 
accompanied by a stern 
but 
strange warning that his name 
be kept out of the crackdown 
of government eavesdropping. 
In an accompanying letter, 
White House aide Lee White 
admonished agency heads: "The 
President is anxious that the at­ 
tached memorandum, which is 
designated 
'Administratively 
Confidential,' be regarded as 
such and that special efforts 
be made to respect the designa­ 
tion. 
"In compiling the (inventory) 
requested in the final para­ 
graph, there is no reason to 
indicate this information has 
been requested by the Presi­ 
dent, and a memorandum under 
your signature to operating per­ 
sonnel need not indicate this is 
a government-wide-survey.” 
WHITE HOUSE BUGGED? 
Insiders say the President 
fears his own office might be 
bugged. 
He is less worried 
that enemy agents might 
be 
able to break presidential se­ 
curity than that one of his own 
federal agencies might 
at­ 
tempt an inside job in a mis­ 
guided effort to keep tabs on 
him. 
A former army intelligence 
agent, Willis Adams, disclosed 
last month that he had moni­ 
tored private conversations of 
the late Eleanor Roosevelt while 
she was First Lady. TTiis 
column has learned that the 
army tried to deliver a re­ 
cording of a conversation be­ 
tween Mrs. Roosevelt and a 
security suspect to the FBI, 
which refused even to listen 


to it. 
This column has also learned 
that listening devices recently 
were discovered in the offices 
of two U.S. Senators. They were 
found by Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission 
engineers' 
who had been asked by Sen. Ed 
Long, D-Mo., as part of his 
investigation into government 
eavesdropping, to check var­ 
ious senatorial offices for elec­ 
tronic snoopers. 
There were no clues to indi­ 
cate who had planted the de­ 
vices. 
LBJ’s SECRET MEMO 
President Johnson used blunt 
language 
in his confidential 
memo to agency heads. 
"I am strongly opposed,” he 
wrote, "to the Interception of 
telephone conversations as a 
general Investigation technique. 
I recognize that mechanical and 
electronic devices may some­ 
times be 
essential in 
pro­ 
tecting our national security. 
"Nevertheless, it is clear 
that indiscriminate use of these 
investigative devices to over­ 
hear telephone conversations 
without the knowledge of consent 
of any persons involved could 
result in serious abuses and 
invasions of privacy. 
"In my view, the invasion of 
privacy of communications is a 
highly offensive practice which 
should be engaged in only where 
the national security is at stake. 
To avoid any misunderstanding 
on this subject in the federal 
government, I am establishing 
the following basic guidelines to 
be followed by all government 
agencies: 
"1. No federal personnel is 
to Intercept telephone conversa­ 
tions within the United States 
by any mechanical or electronic 
devices without the consent of 
the parties involved (except in 
connection with investigations 
relating 
to the national se­ 
curity). 
"2. No interceptions shall be 
undertaken or continued with­ 
out first obtaining the approval 
of the Attorney General. 
"3. All federal agencies shall 
immediately 
confrom 
their 
practices and procedures to the 
provisions of this order. 


EAVESDROPPING PERMITS 
"Utilization of mechanical or 
electronic devices to overhear 
non-telephone conversations is 
an even more difficult problem, 
which raises substantial and un­ 
resolved questions of constitu­ 
tional interpretation. 
"I desire that each agency 
conducting such investigations 
consult the Attorney General to 
ascertain whether the agency's 
practices are fully in accord 
with the law and with a decent 
regard for the rights of others. 
"Every agency head shall 
submit to the Attorney General 
within 30 days a complete in­ 
ventory of all mechanical and 
electronic equipment and de­ 
vices used for or capable of in­ 
tercepting telephone conversa­ 
tions. 
"In addition, such reports 
shall contain a list of any inter­ 
ceptions currently authorized 
and the reasons for them.” 
The next problem will be to get 
the private tappers off the tele­ 
phone lines. 
Note: Not even the telephone 
company 
trusts 
its phones. 
Senate wiretap investigators re­ 
cently noticed a poster on the 
wall of a telephone company, 
warning: "Remember. . . no 
classified conversations!” The 
poster was signed by the "Gen­ 
eral Security Department ofthe 
Bell Telephone 
Laboratory, 
Inc.” 


CHINESE WAR AIMS 
A Central Intelligence Agency 
analysis warns ominously that 
Red China may be willing to 
engage the United States in a 
land 
war on the Aslan Con­ 
tinent for no other reason than 
to generate hatred against the 
Whites. 
The Chinese could portray 
the war as a struggle between 
Americans and Asians. Thus 
many Asians would blame the 
United States for 
the ensuing 
death and destruction. 
The analysis suggests that 
the Chinese Communists, taking 
the long view, may be more in­ 
terested in winning the support 
of the Asian masses than in 
winning military victories. 


U. S. May Send Informer Val- 
achi to Italy to Aid Internation­ 
al Pincer Move Against Mafia. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. — Win- 
tery Dec. 21 may have been the 
year’s shortest day for the rest 
cf us, but not for the Mafia. 
The Cosa Nostra was anything 
but calm and cool. Its dons knew 
what the public did not; The U. S. 
State Dept, the FBI and the Or­ 
ganized Crime and Racketeer­ 
ing Section of the Justice Dept., 
Criminal Division had arranged 
for Italy’s crusading Judge Al- 
do Vigneri to talk to the cooped- 
up informer Joe Valachi. 
From 2; 15 p.m. to dusk the 
Judge and an aide interrogated 
the first Cosa Nostra “soldier" 
to defy Omerta, and break the 
silence. The Judge has been 
fighting the Mafia on the Ital­ 
ian mainland and in Sicily. He 
arrived in the U. S. last week, 
talked to the fantastically well- 
informed New York Police Dept, 
on Dec. 20, and then saw Vala­ 
chi in the metropolitan prison 
here. 
The Judge’s questions ranged 
all over the International Mafia 
map, from Palermo to New York 
and Chicago; from the missing 
Giuseppe (Joe Bananas) Bonan- 
no to some of the Johnny Dio 
crowd, which had been 
de­ 
scribed as labor racketeers by 
Joe Valachi under oath at a 
Senate rackets hearing. 
The Judge had a crusader's 
joyful gleam in his eye when 
he left — and asked the Justice 
Dept, to permit Valachi to re­ 
turn to Italy with him. If safe 
conduct can be arranged, the 
informer may be 
to the Italian au- 
imprisoned 
lend-leased 
thorities. 
While the 
Mafia 
is being 
pounded abroad by the Judge 
and an angered 
Italian gov­ 
ernment, the Cosa Nostra may 
soon be suffering from claus­ 
trophobia in the U. S. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er is tightening the noose around 
many of its most effective crime 
syndicate executives. And he is 
using a telephone wire as agar- 
rote. 
This is no reference to any 
taps. It is, in a sense, a varia­ 
tion on the theme used against 
A1 Capone in the mid-thirties. 
Then, Mr. Hoover found the 
mob's Achilles heel in violation 
of the income tax law and im­ 
prisoned the gory gang leader, 
who was top chief of a billion 
dollar network of rackets rang­ 
ing from labor extortion in Hol­ 
lywood to mass murder. 
Now the FBI has provided tens 
of 
thousands of pages 
of 
evidence for the use of-another 
federal law against the legend­ 
ary successors to Capone. This 
is the innocent-immunlty 
to 
witnesses subpoenaed to testi­ 
fy before grand juries looking 
into violations of the Act — 
namely, the illegal use of the 
telephone across state lines. 
Mr. Hoover is delightetf with 
the results ofthe strategy which 
he sees as the newest tactical 
move against the international 


Mafia. 
Furthermore, he sees a long 
campaign developing, just as 
it did in the now world-famous 
days of 
the old war on the 
Chicago mob. 
He plans to stay with it — thus 
there is not the slightest chance 
that he will resign. He is in 
this to the finish. Unless his 
good friend Lyndon Johnson ob­ 
jects, which hardly is likely, 
Mr. Hoover will stay on for 
years. This is definite. 
The 
FBI director believes 
there 
are new gang wars to 
quiet, ambitious mobsters to . 
smash and 
fledgling 
crime 
chiefs to frustrate all the way 
from Boston to Chicago, Detroit 
and the Southwest. 
The Federal Communications 
Act gambit is simple. Grand 
juries are set up to probe the 
illegal use of phones. Under 
the FCC regulations, witness­ 
es such as Chicago Mafia chief 
Sam 
(Momo) Giancana are 
called in and asked who used 
their phones, their credit cards 
and what business was trans­ 
acted. 
They are given complete im­ 
munity, which means that noth­ 
ing they say can be used against 
them in any court under any 
charge. If they refuse to talk, 
they go to prison for contempt 
of court until they purge them­ 
selves. 
Giancana has been in a Chica- 
co jail since last March for 
similar defiance and will stay 
there until at least May 31. 
If the mobsters, such as the 
late 
Murray 
(The 
Camel) 
Humphreys (Capone’s oldtime 
executive in charge of snatch­ 
ing labor leaders and running 
the labor rackets), talk and lie, 
they are charged with perjury. 
FBI investigations have devel­ 
oped enough to nail them if they 
lie. 
Thus the- mob is harassed, 
thrown off balance by being cut 
off from its master brains, al­ 
ways on the defensive and al­ 
ways shifting temporary com­ 
mands. It is a tightening proc­ 
ess. 
As is evident from the recent 
arrests of narcotic smuggling 
gangs, the paralysis of a mob­ 
ster in one field cuts activity 
in many areas from labor rack­ 
eteering to industrial arson. 
They are hardly single - skilled 
men, those Cosa Nostra char­ 
acters. 
However, the FCC telephone 
technique is not being used 
wildly. Every case is care­ 
fully screened. 
“We're doing it on a selective 
basis," said Bill Hundley, head 
of the Organized Crime Sec­ 
tion. “We don’t just want to 
jail them temporarily. We want 
evidence so our grand juries 
can act. It is the Attorney Gen­ 
eral's intention to use the im­ 
munities powers on a highly 
selective basis. We want that 
testimony." 
They'll get it or the Mafia 
chiefs will stay in jail for years 
under this talk or Jail technique.

The 
conduct 
of basketball 
coaches 
during 
competitive 
game situations is improving 
but there are still a few whose 
action is not of the proper na­ 
ture. Unfortunately, 
we still 
have some basketball coaches 
who walk up and down in front 
of the players' benches '‘moan­ 
ing" and "groaning'* casting 
their eyes and hands upward, 
crushing their hats, grimacing, 
and showing their general dis­ 
gust at the officials* decisions. 
This type of behavior is not ' 
complimentary to their profee* 
sion nor the game which sup­ 
plies them their livelihood. 
Light Fire 
Emotions are easily aroused 
in a gymnasium where fans, 
coaches, players, and officials 
are so close toeachother.Each 
individual movement or sugges­ 
tive action is clearly visible to 
all. The attitude of the coach 
is immediately telegraphed to 
players and fans. 
Proper conduct by the coach 
usually soothes both players and 
fans; improper conduct by the 
coach usually creates dissen­ 
sion in both fans and players. 
Practically all riots and mis­ 
conduct of fans are traceable, 
directly or indirectly, to the 
type of leadership by the coach. 
Mutual Consent 
The coach who constantly asks 
permission to go on the court 
and question decisions is plac­ 
ing doubt in the minds of fans 
as to the officials' ability, and 
oftentimes stirring up 
their 
emotions. 
Some coaches try to justify 
• such conduct by claiming to pro­ 
tect the interests of their play­ 
ers, but in all cases they are 
harming, 
not helping, 
their 
players* situation. The time to 
protect the interests of your 
players is before the game 
when you ere selecting 
game 
officials. Once a game is begun 
they are your officials, and you 
owe them the courtesy of acting 
like a gentleman and treating 
them * as if they were guests 
in your home. If you don*!; like 
their interpretations and deci­ 
sions, never use the officials 
again, but for that one game 
they are your guests. 
Tough Job 
It is getting more and more 
difficult to get competent peo­ 
ple to work basketball games. 
Several games had to be for­ 
feited last year because coach­ 
es could not secure officials. 
Many excellent basketball of­ 
ficials have quit the game be­ 
cause, 
1. The fans are so close to 
them that many words (some­ 
times curse words) are heard by 
them, 
2. The game itself requires 
more personal judgments than 


probably any other sport, and, 
3. Improper conduct of some 
basketball coaches. 
It takes a tough skin to take 
all of the verbal abuses given 
by fans and coaches, and es­ 
pecially 
when 
nearly every 
word can be heard. The basket­ 
ball official has the most diffi­ 
cult duties of any major sport 
official. 
We claim that learning "self 
control** is an attribute of com­ 
petitive sports, yet some coach­ 
es, who should set the example, 
do not do so. We claim that com­ 
petitive sports train in citizen­ 
ship, sportsmanship, and coop­ 
eration, yet some coaches ex­ 
emplify by their actions 
that 
they do not really believe this 
to be so; In practically all pro­ 
tests, the original decision of 
the official stands, and all the 
protesting coach has done is to 
arouse the fans and players and 
to try to secure public approval 
that he is being "robbed.** 
Unless the attitudes of some 
fans and coaches change, we art 
going to have more and more 
difficulty g e t t i n g competent 
basketball officials. Unless the 
attitude 
of a few c o a c h e s 
changes we are going to have 
more and more difficulty 
in 
convincing citizens that we are 
training youth in self-control, 
citizenship, and sportsmanship. 
This column sincerely hopes 
that the majority of coaches 
who act properly at all times 
will assist 
in educating and 
keeping in line the minority who 
do not. It is a hard task but the 
end result would be well worth 
the effort. — Texas Leaguer

SUMNER — The prediction is 
for excellent goose hunting in 
January — if the weather co­ 
operates. 
What goose hunters really want 
is weather most normal people 
would call miserable. It ought 
to freeze up solid, turn gray 
and gloomy and spit snow and 
sleet. 
Then the geese now in the 
Swan Lake Zone of north-cen­ 
tral Missouri might move out 
along the Missouri River and 
to points south. 
There are now some 104,000 
geese, mostly Canadas, In the 
Swan Lake Zone, but they seem 
very content to stay there as 
long as the water in the Swan 
Lake refuge stays open. When 
it freezes up, they probably 
wQl move out. When they do, 
they wQl find food along the, 
Missouri River bottoms. 
The season in the Swan Lake 
Zone, bounded by U.S. Highways 
36 and 65 and Missouri 5 and 
240, ends December 28. The 
maximum allowable kQl In the 
zone is 25,000 geese, but the 
harvest now stands at slightly 
more than 15,000, indicating the 
season there would run its full 
length. 
JEFFERSON CITY — A few 
people are going to miss a lot 
of good hunting and fishing in 
January because they forgot to 
get their 1966 hunting and fish­ 
ing permits. 
The Conservation Department 
said most sportsmen will get 
their new permits in time to 
start the new year right. Some 
received them as Christmas 
gifts, but most folks wQl buy 
them for themselves. 
Of course, there wQl be those 
who deliberately put off buying 
permits until the weather turns 
nice, on the theory that real 
fishing doesn't start untQ May 
at the earliest and there is no 
more hunting untQ early fall. 
They couldn't be more wrong. 
The quaU season, for example, 
runs untQ January 15, and so 
far it's been a good season. 
The birds are plentiful and 
dog work has been adequate, 
considering the weather we have 


had. January may bring im­ 
proved hunting conditions. 
The rabbit season also runs 
past the end of the year—in 
fact, it doesn't end untQ March 
1. Most rabbit hunters seem to 
think January and February of­ 
fer the best hunting of all, 
especially if we get a little 
snow, which we almost cer­ 
tainly wQl. 
Fishing is a sport many folks 
don't care to follow in cold 
weather, and that is the rea­ 
son they don't catch fish in the 
winter. The fish are coopera­ 
tive, especially in the large 
Impoundments, and, 
although 
winter fishing is a rugged sport, 
so is winter hunting. 
But hunting or fishing wQl be 
no good In January for those 
without permits. Now is the time 
to get them. 
Bowhunters set a new record 
during 
the 1965 
Missouri 
archery 
deer season, which 
'ended December 15, by kQling 
350 whitetaQs in the two and a 
half months they were allowed 
to hunt. 
The figure is 34 more than 
last year's total, which was 
also a record. 
The archers also set some sort 
of record for the harvest in a 
single county. Hunters kQled47 
deer in St. Charles County this 
year, including 35 on the August 
A. Busch 
Memorial 
WQdllfe 
Area, where the season opened 
November 1. 
The only higher county kQl on 
record was Johnson County in 
1960, where 134 deer were 
taken in a special three-day 
hunt in Knob Noster State Park. 
Other high counties this year 
were Newton with 22, Ozark 
with 21 and Chariton with 17. 
The largest rack of antlers 
taken by archers this season 
was a 14-pointer brought down 
by Eugene Peterson of Fenton 
on the Busch Area. Two 11- 
point bucks and four 10-polnters 
were taken by bowhunters. 
Records kept at the Busch 
Area Indicate the popularity of 
the 
fast-growing 
sport of 
archery deer hunting. Hunters 
made 4,692 hunting trips to the 
area during the month and a half 
season there. They hunted an 
average of seven hours a day *

NEW FORMS TO RECORD 
COUNTY OFFICIALS' INCOME 
Secretary of State James Kirk­ 
patrick’s office is preparing a 
number of standardized forms 
for county officials which re­ 
quires them to record how much 
money they’re making with the 
county clerk. 
House Bill 679, as amended 
and strengthened, was enacted 
Oct. 13, and requires elected 
county officials to make an 
annual report of their Income 
from all county sources —fees 
and salaries, etc. -- beginning 
Jan. 15, 1966. 
Such reports are designed to 
give the legislature a better 
idea of how much some officials 
are 
really making. Certain 
elected officials get income in 
addition to regular salaries for 
special or extra services which 
they perform. 
The Bill requires these elected 
officials to file a sworn report 
of the previous calendar year’s 
income with the county clerk by 
Feb. 15.

No one can 
figure out a compromise be­ 
tween the Communist demand 
for terms giving them a deci­ 
sive voice in South Viet Nam's 
future and the U.S. demand that 
the Communists abandon their 
conquest of the South. 
The bombing strategy adopted 
by President Johnson last Feb­ 
ruary was aimed at defeating 
an

Red offensive 
against South Viet Nam during 
the moonsoon season and forc­ 
ing North Viet Nam to the con­ 
ference table by theendof 1965. 
But bombing North Viet Nam 
failed to break its will to fight 
and to disrupt its assistance to 
the 
Communist 
guerrilla 
in the South. Moving close to 
200,000 U.S. troops into the 


country and smashing at guer­ 
rilla forces with land and air 
offensives failed also to break 
their will although it did blunt 
their offensive. 
The response of the Commu­ 
nist side, in fact, has been to 
increase their efforts. 
Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara 
reported 
three 
weeks ago after a trip to Saigon 
that infiltration of Red troops 
from North to South Viet Nam 
was going up from 1,500 a month 
to 4,500. 
McNamara predicted a step- 
up of U. S. and South Vietnam­ 
ese military operations against 
infiltration routes. That could 
mean enlarged bombing attacks 
against the Ho Chi Mlnh Trail in 
Laos and against routes re­ 
ported to run through the Cam­ 
bodian jungles. 
The decision 
was put up to President John­ 
son. 
' In a speech Dec. 9, Johnson 
said “ We are determined to do 
all that is necessary" to de­ 
feat Communist conquest of the 
South. But he put his emphasis 
for the moment on new peace 
efforts, saying: 
“We are equally determined 
that every prospect tor peace be 
exhausted before other hard 
steps are taken." 
Those new steps were under­ 
stood to Include possible air 
strikes on Hanoi and Haiphong. 
That same day 
news dis­ 
patches 
told of an interview 
given by President Ho ChlMinh 


of North Viet Nam to aWestern 
visitor. He denounced American 
terms for peace—that the Com­ 
munists must leave the South 
alone—as 
“absolutely unac­ 
ceptable to both the Vietnamese 
people and world public opin­ 
ion.” 
Communist China was re­ 
ported promising Increased aid 
to North Viet Nam and warning 
its own people about a danger 
of American air attacks against 
Chinese cities. In Moscow Pre­ 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin charged 
the United States with aggres­ 
sive behavior and creating a 
“ war psychosis" all over the 
world. 
U.S. policy makers felt that 
China would probably talk tough 
but act prudently, as in the 
past, and that Russia wanted no 
part of the Vietnamese war, 
aside from giving limited arms 
aid to North Viet Nam. But no 
one was sure what the leader 
of the big Communist countries, 
quarreling between themselves, 
might decide to do if the con­ 
flict in Viet Nam showed signs 
of developing into a broader 
Asian war. 
Thus was the stage set for the 
next round of escalation in Viet 
Nam, a process repeated with 
many variations over a decade 
of U.S. involvement in the tan­ 
gled affairs of Southeast Asia. 
It all began on a small scale 
and has grown mostly by small 
steps.

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) 
— New England had its power 
failure, Florida and Louisiana 
have hurricanes, and California 
has forest fires and mudslides. 
But West Virginia has the most 
gob piles. 
In feet, what well may be the 
world’s largest gob pile is locat­ 
ed at Quinwood, in the south­ 
eastern section of the state near 
the Virginia border. It is two 
miles long, tall as a five-story 
building, 100 feet wide—and has 
been burning tor half a century. 
What are gob piles? Accord­ 
ing to Gov. Hulett C. Smith, 
they are "miserable mounds of 
smoldering fumes that smell 
like Hades." 
Gob piles are coal mine refuse 
banks and West Virginia has 
more than 500 within its bor­ 
ders. About half are burning. 
The others could ignite at any 
time. 
This situation is a source of 
irritation to the state officials 
whose job it is to keep the piles 
in check. The coal refuse banks, 


many of which have been burn­ 
ing for 50 years, contribute to 
West Virginia's air pollution 
problems, mar the scenery and 
kill nearby vegetation. 
"And there have been cases," 
says 
West 
Virginia 
Health 
Director N. H. Dyer, "where 
children playing on the crusts of 
the burning gobs have fallen 
through into the fiery interior 
and were incinerated." 
"From 
a pollution stand­ 
point,” he said, "gob piles don't 
constitute a major health haz­ 
ards unless they're located near 
a community. But they’re much 
more than Just a nuisance." 
One aspect of the battle is 
that they're nearly indestructa- 
ble. These unwanted byproducts 
of the coal industry have in­ 
creased in number and size dur­ 
ing the years. The need for 
higher quality coal will mean 
new and larger gob piles. 
"Gob piles usually are mix­ 
tures of many materials and 
elements,” said Carl Beardn, 
chairman of the West Virginia 


Air Pollution Control Commis­ 
sion. "An average coal refuse 
bank is composed of broken 
timbers, rock, discarded ma­ 
chine 
parts, slag, 
grease- 
soaked rags and decaying mat­ 
ter." 
Beard says a mature gob pile 
produces sulphur dioxide, which 
kills vegetation; hydrogen sul­ 
phide, and carbon monoxide 
which occasionally kills people. - 
He cites instances during recent' 
winters where persons seeking 
the warmth of the gob pile have 
been asphyxiated. 
The state requires all coal 
companies to post “no trespass­ 
ing*' signs around their gob 
piles. The companies also must 
register all banks on their prop- 
perty. 
“ Keeping people away from 
gob piles is one of our biggest 
problems," Beard said. “ Most 
piles are accidentally ignited by 
persons living in the area, al­ 
though a few companies occa­ 
sionally will ignite the banks 
deliberately in order to obtain 
'red dog slag,* a residue which 
makes an excellent road base 
material." 
While several companies have 
temporarily extinguished their 
banks by tightly compressing 
the waste material, there is no 
permanent method within the 
state’s economic means.

Hie shape of Soviet world pol­ 
icy in 1966 will have important 
bearing on chances for negotia­ 
tion in Viet Nam. By spring, the 
world may have a better idea of 
those chances. 
All signs indicate Soviet poli­ 
cy is being retooled to fit new 
situations, 
including 
fading 
prospects for any reconciliation 
with Red China. 
Soviet aims seem concerned 
with security and insurance: 
security to pursue internal eco­ 
nomic 
goals, and insurance 
against involvement against its 
will in direct conflict with the 
United States. 
Soviet policy now is zeroing in 
on Western Europe, suggesting 
that Moscow wants to make 
friends with its Western neigh­ 
bors, expand economic and cul­ 
tural contacts and reap long- 
range benefits. A Soviet-British 
summit meeting is in prospect 
for February, and President 
Charles de Gaulle may drop in 
for a Soviet-French summit. 
In this, Moscow appears to 
seek insurance in the form of 
some sort of settlement of West 
Germany's role in Atlantic nu­ 
clear defenses. It is capitalizing 
on lack of enthusiasm among 
America's allies for West Ger­ 
man participation, and also on 
Df. 
Gaulle's 
opposition 
to 
stepped-up NATO integration 
and to the West German nuclear 
role. 
While the Kremlin appears to 
subordinate Viet Nam to Euro­ 
pean policy, it also can be ex­ 
pected to seek a form of insur­ 
ance in Asia, too. This is mani­ 
fest in persistent Soviet efforts 
to implant strong influence in 
North Viet Nam, to provide a 
decisive voice in future develop­ 
ments there.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey wings toward 
the Far East today on his first 
major overseas trip as vice 
president. 
The week-long Asian journey 
to the Philippines, Japan, South 
Korea and Nationalist China 
may be largely ceremonial. But 
the war in Viet Nam, Humphrey 
says, will be a prime topic in 
his private talks with leaders of 
the four friendly governments. 
The foreign travel may also 
help

Humphrey's 
image at home, as it did for 
Richard M. Nixon and Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 
Although Johnson traveled to 
28 countries when he was vice 
president, 
Humphrey's

It 
likely will reaffirm policies laid 
down by the 20th congress in 
1956 and the 22nd in 1961. Those 
two were the fountainheads of 
the Soviet-Chinese dispute. A 
reaffirmation 
of 
the Soviet 
stand could mean much with 
regard to Viet Nam. If the Rus­ 
sians establish a strong pres­ 
ence there, a situation could 
develop in which their weight 
could contribute to isolating the 
Chinese and possibly create 
conditions for negotiations.

A marked 
pickup is reported in contracts 
let in November for future con­ 
struction of residential units. 
And lenders say that demand 
for mortgages is picking up. 
The government chimes in 
with reports that housing starts 
iiave increased in the closing 
weeks of the year. And the De­ 
partment of Commerce adds the 
prediction 
that 
construction 
spending of all types, including 
homes, will hit a record pace of 
$72.7 billion in 1966, compared 
with $68.5 billion in 1965. 
Despite all these hopeful tid­ 
ings, the home building industry 
is closing out a year which in 
many sections of the country 
trailed 1964 activity in almost 
every month-to-month compari­ 
son. 
Total starts in 1965 will be 
around 
1,490,000 residential 
units, 
against 1,557,000 
last 
year. And the pace at yearend, 
though picking up, is well below 
the high point reached in the 
opening weeks of 1964. 
The story on a money basis is 
better than on a tally by units. 
The industry says this is be­ 
cause new owners were buying 
more expensive homes this year 
than last. 
Contracts let for residential 


building in the first 11 months of 
1965 were 3 per cent higher than 
in the like period of 1964, F.W. 
Dodge Co. reports today. The 
construction industry informa­ 
tion specialists put the 1965 
igure at $19,866,649,000, up 
xrom $19,287,763,000 in 
the 
first 11 months of 1964. 
Builders note happily that a 
flashy 14 per cent improvement 
was reported in November. Res­ 
idential building contracts rose 
to $1.7 billion in this latest re­ 
port, from $1.5 billion in No­ 
vember 1964. 
The lending fraternity also 
has cheerful news this week. 
Although fretting over the gen­ 
eral rise in interest rates trig­ 
gered 
by 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board action, savings and loan 
associations report mortgage 
lending at the yearend was on 
the upturn. And so was the sav­ 
ings inflow into these institu­ 
tions after a period of sluggish­ 
ness.

ber associations closed $1.9 bil­ 
lion in mortgage loans this No­ 
vember, up 4 per cent from last 
year.
